Bolen’s  masterly,  inimitable  reproductions  of  our  early  and  rare 
copper  coins,  struck  from  dies  in  solid  metal.  Nowhere  at 
any  period  have  imitations  been  so  perfectly  rendered,  in 
every  detail.  It  is  not  too  much  to  assume,  that  the  origi- 
nals of  those  here  olTered,  are  nothing  more  than  patterns 
or  trial  specimens,  their  extreme  rarity  would  seem  to  go 
far  in  support  of  this,  I regard  it  as  doubtful  if  they  even 
had  circulation.  Hence,  if  we  accept  such  to  be  the  fact,  Mr. 
Bolen’s  work  may  be  differently  viewed  and  prejudice  dis- 
posed of.  Only  40  of  each  of  the  following  were  struck, 
when  the  dies  were  destroyed.  It  is  my  judgment,  that  ulti- 
mately, all  of  his  coins  will  be  welcomed  and  eagerly  sough 
for.
